Inter-Organtsatlon 
Conference 
of 
Ohio's 
Fiscal Bullation aaa right whap ll conclud­ 
ed no new lam a would ha needed for 1936. 
The conference atanda resolutely over the 
money hags. but everywhere else on the 
ship of state the cry is ‘‘More!" The reason 
is simple. 


In the first place, m o rt money is needed. 
In the second place, more taxes are needed 
to provide more money. 
In the third place, 
of course, more money Is needed to pay 
more taxes, but that rarely bothers team ak­ 
ers. 
It Isn’t their Job to find money to pay 
taxes, but to find taxes which will pay the 
money. 


The 
Inter-Organisation 
Conference 
on 
Ohio's Fiscal Situation, whose report that 
no new taxes are needed In 1936, has re­ 
ceived wide 
and 
favorable 
attention, as­ 
sume* that the s ta te s Income for the year 
will 
he 
approximately 
195,000,000. 
That 
general assumption embodies certain disput­ 
able estimates, such as 155.000.000 return 
from the sales tax In 1936, 18,000,000 from 
Carey act poor relief bonds and 10,000,000 
profit from the liquor monopoly. 
The as­ 
sumption Includes, also, a $9,000,000 sav­ 
ing In the cost of government In accordance 
with recommendations of the Ohio govern­ 
ment survey (the Sherrill comm ittee). All 
these estimate* have been challenged. 


Here Is the difficulty of budget making. 
It Is necessary to make estim ates and to 
make assumptions. 
Both are open to chal­ 
lenge. 
The easiest thing in the world I* 
to argue that any attem pt to sail close to 
the shore on expenditures is going to lead 
to disaster. 
The prediction Ie always half 
right, because close sailing requires care­ 
ful navigating, and Its more fun ta have 
plenty of leeway. 
That explains, after a 
fashion, why legislators always want more 
money and 
why 
Jobholders 
always can 
spend more money. 
The 
Inter-Organlza- 
tion Conference on Ohio's Fiscal Situation, 
judging by the clamor It la causing in Co­ 
lumbus. Is going to its Waterloo, but all will 
not he lost even if the worst happens. The 
enemy Is bound to sustain some casualties, 
too. 
The state st least has been provided a 
means of checking on the processional bud­ 
get makers. 


Oil 
Without oil. there could not be a machine 
age. 
It is an indispensable substance. Oil 
has become, therefore, the most vital fac­ 
tor In the movement of mechanised armies 
and navies. 
Many of Italy's ships transporting 
sol­ 
dier* to and from Eritrea burn oil. Italiau 
trucks, tanks and airplanes must have gas­ 
oline. 
An oil embargo literally would par­ 
alyze Italy s military attn, once the govern­ 
m ent* supply was exhausted. 
Two nations control most of the worlds 
oil. the United States and Great Britain. 
This country is a producer of oil. 
Great 
Britain, by virtue of its navy, is a control­ 
ler of oil. 
If they were to agree to pro­ 
hibit export of oil to Italy and if they could 
persuade Russia, also a producer to cooper­ 
ate with them. Italy could be deprived of 
the substance which puts life into its ma­ 
chines. 
The United States, which is considering 
a drastic step to bar exportr of oil lo Italy 
because oil really is an implement of war, 
is made acutely aware once more of the 
difficulty of neutrality. 
Ethiopia does not 
depend on oil; Italy does. 
To cut off sup­ 
ple*. of oil to both countries would mean 
that only Italy would suffer. 
Great Brl un and other members of the 
League et Nations are being made aware 
at the same tint! 
that Premier Mussolini 
might consider an oil blockade the last un­ 
pardonable 
provocation 
to 
war. 
On 
the 
brink of a decision to cut off Italy's supply 
of oil, the great power* are hesitating. The 
world suddenly has. awakened with r shock 
to the almost unbelievable importance of 
oil. 
It ha* replaced gold as the prime fac­ 
tor of warfare. Gold, unless it eau he used 
to buy oil. is next to useless in the machine 
age.

Abundant Life of electricity generated by 
the tides, is sulking in his tent. 
He appar­ 
ently doesn’t see why Maine should go into 
the power business to please the new deal. 
Consequently, the new d e a l which doeso t 


see why It should go into Maine to please 
Gov. Brann has been cutting down its work 
relief allotments for the ‘Quoddy project. 
All this recalls that no one ever accused 
the Idea of being sound. 
It is interesting, 
curious, 
courageous, 
remarkable, 
signifi­ 
cant, symbolic, important, gigantic, but still 
It Is not sound. 
T hat is wholly because 
Maine h asn ’t anything to do with the power 
that will be generated when it I* finished 
—or would be generated if it were finished. 
The fart Is the whole project Is showing 
signs of folding up under Its own w eig h t 
It has provided jobs, but the suspicion is 
getting around that it would be. cheaper to 
put the men to work building a race track 
around Mt. Katahdin, or maybe digging a 
canal arrent* the peninsula of Florida. 
As 
far as anyone ran see, either one of the 
Idea* would he Just as practical. 


Not Universal 
It is a sign of more favorable conditions 
that 
college 
enrollment 
throughout 
the 
United States is higher during the first 
half of the 1935 36 s* hool year than It was 
during the flrat half of the previous school 
year. The first year enrollment increase In 
31 Ohio c o lle g e* for the current sem ester is 
12 percent. The general In* resee is 7 per­ 
cent. 
Beneath 
the surface of this 
favorable 
sign, 
however, 
are 
certain 
facts 
which 
aren't to favorable. One la the fact that the 
enrollment Increase Isn’t distributed equit­ 
ably among all the colleges included In 
the report, A third of the Institutions re 
ported decreases In freshman enrollment. 
A fifth of them reported decreases In to­ 
tal enrollment. 
Since some of the small Ohio colleges 
are not sharing In the enrollment Increases 
which have brightened th# 
collegiate hor- 
lion, It seems fair to conclude that once 
more the future of small colleges Is made 
to seem to be surrounded with doubt. These 
Institutions, handicapped 
by 
Insufficient 
funds and still staggering under the impact 
of the depression, find themselves worried 
over a greater problem than how to In­ 
crease or even to maintain their enroll­ 
ment. They are concerned with their abil­ 
ity to survive. What, they wonder, is go­ 
ing to be the '‘break” that will enable them 
to compete successfully for students with 
Ohio State university, for instance, which 
has a student Increase of 1,258 for the cur­ 
rent sem ester and now Is the fifth largest 
educational 
Institution 
in 
the 
United 
Stile*. 
Or is this, perhaps, a problem which con­ 
cerns only the colleges which, for various 
reasons, are losing out in competition for 
students? Is it possible that certain insti­ 
tutions must perish under the hard rule of 
survival of the fittest? It is possible that 
the general public is not concerned, that 
even the majority of alumni whose col­ 
leges are threatened with extinction, are 
not concerned and will not he concerned 
with any move to save colltiges unable to 
compete on an equal footing with their 
rivals? 


Golden Fetters 
Lij Yaasu can thank Benito Mussolini, dic­ 
tator of Italy, for the attention his death 
causes In a world which wouldn’t have no­ 
ticed him. otherwise. 
Perhaps II Duce Is 
the indirect cause of Lij Yassu's death, but 
Ifs not likely anyone ever will know. 
Lij Yassu had Un* misfortune to be plac­ 
ed on the throne of Ethiopia before he was 
old enough to keep hit* balance. 
A series 
of personal and political misfortunes caused 
him to tumble from his position into the 
hands of unfriendly opponents. 
The story goes that Instead of killing 
him they Imprisoned him. 
He is said to 
have been hound to a priestly guard by a 
golden chain, which symbolised the nature 
of his captivity. 
He win indulged in all his 
appetites, except his longing for freedom. 
It Is a pretty legend, admirably suited to 
the Ethiopian mind, which runs strongly to 
romance. 
Aside from being pretty, it prob­ 
ably was Grade A political applesauce, be­ 
cause Lij Yassu, who was displaced by Em ­ 
peror Hall#' SelHs*|e in 193t*. *tlll was po­ 
tentially a powerful political factor.

'Horas Boats’ On The Ohio 
The treadmill, with horsepower as tho 
driving force, whb applied to the propulsion 
of vessels on the Ohio river simultaneously 
with the use of steam.
